c. otherwi se consistent with this title!;: or

for land and non-dwel | ing buildings, the property is (1)
excess to the needs of a PHA project, or (2) the

di sposition is incidental to, or does not interfere wth,
conti nued operation of the public housing project;

That the proposed denolition or dispositionis
specifically authorized in the PHA plan; and the actions
contenplated in the PHA Plan conply with Section 531

whi ch anmends Section 18 of the United States Housing Act
of 1937.

each famly displaced by such action will be provided
conpar abl e housing that neets HQS and that is located in
an area that is generally not |ess desirable than the

| ocation of the displaced person’ s housing;

such assi stance nmay incl ude:

(a) actual relocation into tenant based housing
(b) project based assistance, or

(c )other PHA properties;

paynment of actual and reasonabl e noving costs;

wi |l provide any necessary counseling; and

w Il not commence denolition or conplete disposition
until all residents residing in the building are
rel ocat ed.

Use of Proceeds.

That it will use the net proceeds of any disposition, unless
wai ved by the Assistant Secretary for:

t he paynent of outstanding original or nodernization debt
on the devel opnent;

to the extent that any proceeds remain after paynent of
debt, for the provision of |owinconme housing or to
benefit the residents of the PHA, or for |everaging
anmounts for securing conmercial enterprises, on site in
PHA, appropriate to serve the needs of the residents.
